Mandibular Vestibular Abscess 


■ Between OM & muscles lying below teeth apices 

■ Anteriorly: Mentalis muscle 

■ Laterally: Buccinator muscle. 
Signs & Symptoms: 

■ Pain, Swelling of lower lip, 

■ Swelling & obliteration of labial or buccal vestibule. 
Spread: 

■ Anteriorly Into Submental space. 

■ Posteriorly into Buccal / Submandibular /Sublingual s.

Sublingual Fascial Space 


Lies Between: 

■ Oral Mucosa of floor 
of mouth 

■ Myelohyoid muscle
